HE Malecontents of this Kingdom, 
who have lately taken Arms and in- 
trerch’d themfelves on the Hill of Ver- 
ino, having receiv'd a Letter by an 
: xprefs from King Charles IIIf, ac- 
quairting them that the Enemy had rais’d the Siege 
of Barcelona, fent feveral Copies of it into this 
City ; whereupon the Populace appear'd in Crowds 
inthe Streets, and made loud Acclamations of Long 
live King Charles 11: The Tumule was nor fup- 
pre(s'd without great Difficuliy, and the Mutineers 
could hardly be kept frcm breaking into the Palace, 
and infulting the Viceroy, and his Minifters ; and 
their Antipathy againft the French is fo grear, that 
had the 2000 French Soldiers that embark'd other 
Day for Piemont been here at the Time of tke 
Commotion, we fhoyld in all likelihood have feen 
a2zd Sicilian Vefpers. The Uncle of the Duke de 
Popoli, andfeveral others of his Kindred, have left 
this City and are retir’d to Rome ; and becaufe 
that Duke is in the Service of King Philip V, the 
Maleconrents that are in Arms have fiez'd and car- 
ried off all the Cannon and Ammunition they found 
in their Caftles, together with all their large Cattle, 
and cut the Legs of above 100 young Horles. Ina 
Word there feems to be a Difpofition to a general 
Revolt in this Kingdom, and nothing is want- 
ing but a good General and fome regular Troops. 
From the Harlam Courant, dared June 19. 
Venice, Jone 4. A Report is {pread here, that Gee 
neral Toralba having Advice of what paffes in Spain, 
isretic’d with the Troops he commands into Cremo- 
na, and bas declar’d for King Charles III. 
From tue Amfterdam Courant, dated June 17. 
Venice, June 4. They write from Verona, that 
fome Pruiian Troops and 3 Regiments cf Saxe-Go- 
thans are arriv'’d in the Im;erial Army ; that a good 
Number of Recruits are likewife arriv’d there 5 
and thar he Palavines are fo"owing them. 
From the Amfterdam Gazeue, dated June 18. 
The Advices from Ti ol of the gth of this Month, 
are, thar Part of the Palatine Troops were arriv’d 
at Trent, and from thence would purfue their 
March for the Imperial Army, in which Prince Eu- 
gene of Savoy had caus'd Rejoycings to be made 
and Te Deum to be fung, for the raifing of the 
Siege of Barcelona, and the Victory won by the 
Allies in Brabant.

Pars, June 14. ’Tis faid a 2d Detachment of 
looco Men, will be fens trom the Marthal de Vil- 
Jars’s Army to the Netherlands : ‘fhe Ele@or of Ba- 
varia will for the future command our Army io the 
Netherlands, and receiv Orders from the King di- 
rectly ; and the Marihals de Villeroy and Marfn 
are to ferve under him. The Spanith Governour of 
the Caftle of Namur being fufpe@ed, order is fent 
to M. de Saillanc to endeavour to put French Troops 
into that Caftle. 

From the Paris Letter, dated June 14. 
Paris, June 14. We have receiv’d certain Ad- 
Vice, that the Trenches were opened before Turin 
the Night beween the 2d and 3d of of this Month, 
by M. de Chamarante Lieucenant General and M. 
de Carcado Major General, commanding 17 Com- 
panies of Grenadiers, and 10 Baitallions, with 300 
Pioneers, fuppotted by 800 Horfe. They were open’d 
3 or goo Fathoms from the Citadel, and were 
carry’d on 200 Fathom beyond the Parallel. The 
Parallel is 1000 Paces long, and i2 broad, with 2 
Trenches of Communication. The Works were per- 
fected that Night and the next Day, notwithftand- 
ing the Fire of the Artillery of the Befieged ; which 
Fire has been redoubled fince they perceiv’d the 3d 
in the Morning taat the Trenches were opened. The 
Trenches were reliev’'d the Night be:ween the 34 
and 4th by the Count d'Fftain Lieutenant General, 
with a like Number of Troops, The Befiegers 
hop’d, in a little Time to make a Battery of, Mor- 
tars upon the Parallel, which would faciltcate the 
making a Battery of Cannon. A Gentleman of 
Alexandria, and one of Cafal, are fent to the Ca- 
ftle of Milan; bei: g convicted of holding Intetli- 
gence with the Enemy, and defigniog to deliver the 
Town of Alexandria into their Hands. "Tis re- 
ported, that on Intelligence the Troops of Hanover 
and fome others that weré marching to joyn the 
Prince of Baden, had receiv’d Order to march to 
the Netherlands, the King has like vife fent Order 
to the Marthal de Villars to detach from his Army @ 
certain Number of Bartallions and Squadrons, to 
joyn the Elector of Bavaria. The cld Regiments 
will be recruicedd with the beft Suldiers of the new 
Levies. Tis given out, that the King of Spain ar- 
riv’d happily at Madrid the 6th Inttanc ; and Letters 
from Bayonne fay 500 Recruits for the Walloon 
Guards that had been there fome Days, were march’d 
for Pamplona.

Amfterdam, June 17. *Tis reported bere that 
there are Advices from Paris, which fay that rhe 
King of France, after the return of M. de Chamil- 


‘Jard from Flanders, found himfelf fo ill, that he was 


oblig’d to be let Blood twice: That not only the 
City of Alicant, but the whole Kingom of Valencia, 
have declar'd for King Charles III. that there is an 
Infurrection in Arragon, and that the Fleet of the 
Allies was come to Malaga, and would proceed to 
Cadix: but thefe things require Confirmation. Of 
the fmall Fleet that Sail’d lacely from the Maes for 
England, 7 Merchantmen were taken and carry’d 


into Dunkirk.
